Per- 
sons disappear into prisons and no 
charges are preferred against them. 
Set free, they encounter the greatest 
difficulties In living. The popular say- 
Ing in the city now Is that Moscow's 
population is divided Into three classes: 
Those who hare been Imprisoned, those 
In prison and those who will be.

red dress entertaining delegates to the 
third Internationale.
